PHOTOGRAPHY 


PERHAPSwe are getting a little ahead of ourselves, prior to the LAYOUT 
it was taken for granted you have photographs which are marked on the back 
as to the proportion they are to be reduced or enlarged to fit into the space 
designated for them. Pictures and PHOTOGRAPHY are very important in 
publications. The bes 


After the body matter (text) is Linotyped or typed 
usually on an Electric Typewriter and where different 
styles of letters are needed various systems are used, 
special Linotypes or Ludlows which are typecasting 
machines, hand setting or various machines that pro¬ 
duce type lines on strips of film that can be cut out- 
and pasted where the bigger or different styles of dis¬ 
play type is needed. 

Where display type is hand set,it is done like in 
the picture, the characters are assembled in a compo¬ 
sing stick, then locked up in a chase as in the other 
picture and a printing press or proof press is used to 
take proofs of the type. 

Although the operation looks quite simple this are 
highly skilled crafts, compositor and pressman, the 
compositor makes up the forms and the pressman prints 
them to produce the finished printed product, to be a 
Master Gaftsman in either of this two branches of the 
Graphic Arts a six year apprenticeship is required. 


PROCESS PHOTOGRAPHY 

AFTER the pages have been assembled (pasted) with the 
body type and display type with windows marked for 
pictures you are ready to go into the process of photo¬ 
graphic the paste up, focusing, reducing or enlarging 
to the desired size that is to be the finished product. 

This process is very similiar to photography to the 
extent that film is exposed to light, developed and you 
are working with chemicals, but that is as far as it goes, 
the black and white copy (line shots)i$ very similiar 
to copying with a photographers camera, where the 
problems arise is in the copying of photographs, a pho¬ 
tograph is copied and screened at the same time made 
into hundreds of dots that will in turn print, they are 
called shadow and highlight dots.

PROCESS PHOTOGRAPHY 



Stripping 


After the PROCESS CAMERA shooting and the film is 
developed, fixed, washed and dry you are ready to 
start STRIPPING a process of positioning the pages in 
the right sequence and also opaquing any pin point 
dots that are not supposed to print, (illustration shows 
a stripped film, opaqued ) it is then placed on top of 
PRE - SENSITIZED PLATE usually in a frame with a 
vacuum back to assure positive contact of the film 
against the plate, this plate is exposed with an ARC 
LIGHT, desensitized and developed and now is ready 
for the PRINTING PRESS. 


THE PRINTING PLATE is treated chemicaly so that it 
will accept and reject ink, a set of dampening rolls 
pass over it and then a set of INK rollers ink up the 
Image areas, the moisture repelling the Ink from the 
non-printing areas, the plate in turn strikes a rubber 
blanket and the rubber blanket transfers the image on 
the paper. This is all done automatically at a speed 
of 5.000 impressions per hour or better.

In the BINDERY DEPARTMENT is usually where the 
production phase starts and ends, before the printing 
the correct size of stock is cut from big size sheets 
packed in reams of 500, the CUTTER can easily cut 
through 1000 sheets of 16 pound sulphite bond. 

Once the PRINTING is completed the sheets are 
run through a FOLDING MACHINE (pictured at the 
left) automatically feeding and folding the paper at 
a speed of 10,000 sheets per hour. 

After the folding is completed the sections are 
gathered in the right sequence by hand and stitched 
with two stitches of wire and again returned to the 
cutter for a final trim, EXCENTRICO is shaved on all 
three sides, packed and ready for distribution. 

With this condensed briefing on the phases of pub¬ 
lication work I hope that you are a better informed 
reader and have an idea what EXCENTRICO goes thru 
before reaching you.
